London, Dee. 23.— The Pekin corres- 
pondent of the Times says : The Chineee 
are provisioning Port Arthur and will 
reconstruct the forte there, Russia super- 
vising and furnishing the money. In 
the face of tbie indication of permanent 
occupation, the necessity of safeguard- 
ing our position in the East increases. 
The Russo-Chinese bank, which is t lie 
agent of the Russian government, has 
offered China 120, 00J berdan rifles, 
with payment five yearB hence. China 
has accepted the proposal. 

According to a despatch to the Times 
from Kobe, Japan, the news from Port 
Arthur has greatly disturbed the 
Mikado's ministers. Long cabinet coue- 
ei Is have been held and the high mili- 
tary officials have attended. The 
.Japanese newspaper, the despatch says, 
are nonplussed at the situation in Uie 
far East, while the ministry is involved 
in domestic tioubles connected with its 
taxation proposals, to which the diet is 
hostile. 

The Vienna correspondent of the 
Standard says lie has ascertained that 
the ti rat news of tile occupation of Port 
Arthur emanated from Tokio, a fact sig- 
nificant of Japanese vigilance. .Discuss- 
ing the Japanese position, the correspon- 
dent says she cannot declare war against 
either China or Russia. If she did the 
ten ironclads that are being built for her 
in Europe and America, anil are nearly 
finished would bo shut up till the war 
was over. She will therefore risk noth- 
ing by herself. 

.St. Petersburg, Dec. 2.'i. — The great- 
est reticence is maintained in govern- 
ment circles. The censors have forbid- 
den the press to attack Germany on ac- 
count of the occupation of Kaio-Chou. 
Emperor Nicholas presided to-day at a 
special meeting of the council at Alex- 
ander palace, including the grand tl tikes 
and tlie chief military ami naval auth- 
orities. The Chinese situation was dis- 
cussed, and it is rumored that Grand 
Duke Aloxand Miehaelovitch advised 
the immediate strengthening oi the 
Russian squadron in China, 

Vienna, Dee. 23 — The Deutsche 7.ni- 
tungsaya: " The United States, winch 
from iis geographical position has a 
greater interest in the opening up of 
China than all the Euro; car. pc.vcrj to- 
gether, cannot possibly assent to its par- 
tition or to a division into spheres of in- 
fluence without having a voice in the 
matter. It would be a great mistake to 
tinder-estimate the strength of the 
United States, and a partition of China 
would be impossible without America's 
approval and participation. The Euro- 
pean powers will do well to give timely 
attention to the just aspirations and in- 
terests of the United States." 



THREE CENT SCHEME FAILS 

And Letters to Great Britain and the 
Colonies Will Be Charged the 
Usual Postage. 

(Emm Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Dec. 23, — The new link of 
empire in the shape of three cent 
postage to Great Britain and the colonies 
which was announced with such 
flourish ot trumpets during the Toronto 
election will not be forged for the pres 
ent. The colonial office haB pulled the 
PostmiiBter General up sharply by in- 
forming him that the matter is not of 
the purely domestic character which Mr 
Mulock assumed it to be, and hence the 
proposed reduction has been indefinitely 
postponed. The following is the ollicial 
explanation on the subject : 

" It seeniB that with a view to secur- 
ing reductions in postage from Groat 
Britain and other British possessions on 
mail matter to Canada, it is inexpedient 
to bring into force on tho first January 
next tho intended reduction from five 
cents per half ounce to three cents per 
ounce on letters from Canada to Great 
Britain and the rest of tho Empire. 
The Imperial authorities prefer that a 
conference be first held to secure a re- 
ciprocal reduction of postage both ways 
between Canada and the rest of the Em- 
pire, and which it is hoped will cover 
no'; only letters, but also papers and 
periodicals. The hearty acquiescence of 
the British and colonial authorities in 
this larger question is looked for, and 
the outcome of discussions and negotia- 
tions will in all probability result in the 
establishment of a British Imperial pre- 
ferential postal arrangement, covering 
the whole field of postal communica- 
tion." 



AW BUT ONE-HALF. 



WOULD TREAT WITH CANADA. 

Ex Secretary Hamlin Realizes the Advan- 
tages That Might Follow — Not Posted 
as to Klorulyke. 

B'ison, Dec. 23. — Hon. Charles S. Ham- 
lin, ex-assistant secretary of the treas- 
ury, spoke to-day before the members of 
the shoe and leather trade at the New 
England Shoe and heather Association's 
rooms on the question of trade relations 
between the United States and Canada. 
After remarking upon the commercial 
treaty with Canada of 1854, but which 
was only for raw materials, and the com- 
mercial convention in Detroit in lStiG, 
Mr. Hamlin said : 

" The same interests that prompted 
that commercial convention then exist 
to-day, and even to a greater degree do 
we now need cordial co-operation with 
our northern neighbors. I believe it 
possible to conclude certain reciprocal 
treaties by which may be set at rest for- 
ever any apprehension as to the repeal 
of tho bonding privileges. We can then 
settle the disputed fishery question on 
the great lakes, and on the coast of Nova 
Scotia. We can have passed new immi- 
gration laws permiting our citizens lo go 
into the great Klondyke region. Such a 
treaty will add to the wealth of Canada 
as well as it would to that of New Eng 
land and increass our prosperity."

Washington, Dec. 23. — Tho recipro- 
city negotiations between the United 
States and Germany are practically sus- 
pended. They never got beyond the 
initial stage. There appears to have 
been a willingness on the part of both 
governments to look into the subject 
but the inquiry c id not develop any 
prospect oi material concessions on 
either side. It was thought that 
tho arrival of the new German 
ambassador, Dr. von Holleben, would 
give an impetus to the negotiations and 
perhaps result in tho conclusion of a 
treaty, but on the contrary the subject 
has iapsed and neither government is 
show ing any anxiety to urge the matter 
to a conclusion. • 

Tho negotiations with France are 
similarly at a standstill owing to tho 
course of tho French government in 
raising tho duties on lard ami other 
American products. The reciprocity 
negotiations with Great Britain as to the 
British West IndieB are proceeding 
slowly.

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Dec. 23.— Sir Louis Davies, 
minister of fiaheries, received a dispatch 
from Sir Julian Pauncefote to-day stat- 
ing that the award of the Bebring sea 
claimB commissioners is $.46 1,000. This 
sum covers all items, including interest, 
involved in the different claims of the 
masters and crews of twenty-four vessels 
seized by United States cruisers during 
the years from 18^.0 to 1SU2, with the 
exception of the two minor cases of the 
Black Diamond and the master of the 
Ada. Tho commissioners have condi- 
tionally agreed upon an award for the 
latter of $5,000 and $1,000 respectively, 
but the final determination of the 
amount will have to be left to diplomatic 
settlement. 

Tht Black Diamond was ordered out 
of Bebring Bea by a United States cruiser 
in 1SS0, and the master, Henry Puxton, 
after the original claim of the vessel was 
filed, put in a subsequent one for dam- 
ages which he claimed to have been sus- 
tained by reason of losing season's seal- 
His claim was £7,500, and the 
commissioners have tlecided that he is 
entitled to $5,000. Tho other claim, 
which the com miss loners assess at $1 ,000, 
is that of Captait Gaudin, who was mas- 
ter of the Ada, one of the vessels seized, 
and which from oversight was not in- 
cluded in the general claim put in by 
the ow nerB of the vessel. The Imperial 
government subsequently allowed it to 
be entered. Capt. Gaudin's claim was 
£3,000 but ho only secured ,«1,000 under 
the award. 

There is great disappointment in min- 
isterial circles over the award. At the 
verv least it was thought tho sum of 
£700,000 or *750,000 would be obtained, 
hut instead of that it looks bb if the 
commissioners had taken the sum mutu- 
ally agreed upon between the United 
States and Canada three years ago, 
namely $425,000 and addetl interest to 
it, making this award. Sir Louis Davies, 
speaking lo the Colonist correspondent 
to-night, said he assumed that the com- 
missioners had been animated by tho 
desire to close up the matter as speedily 
as possible, and that they considered it 
better in the interest of both countries 
to compromise in otder to secure prompt 
settlement rather than to accept the 
alternative proposition provided by the 
treaty and allow the final decision to he 
made by an umpire to be chosen by tho 
president of the Swiss confederation. 

THE CASE REVIEWED. 

Washington Glad That an End of the Mat- 
ter Is in Sight. 

Washington, Dec. 23. — The announce- 
ment ot the finding of tho sealing arbi- 
trators is received with satisfaction here. 
The controversy has occupied the atten- 
tion of the authorities tiere aud in Lon- 
don lor many years. At tho outset the 
tone on both Bides was very belligerent, 
suggesting a possible resort to arms. 
This was followed later by the Corwin 
seizing tho Carolina and Thornton on 
August 1, ISSii. The facts of the seizure 
were not known until some time later, 
aud in the meantime the Corwin hnd 
taken the Onwartl and Favorite. The 
same policy of seizure and confiscation 
continued during several sealing seasons 
despite the protest of Great Britain. The 
United States cutter Richard Rush took 
the Sayward, Grace, Anna Beck, Dol- 
phin, Alfred Adams, Triumph, Juanita, 
Pathfinder, Black Diamond, Lilly, 
Ariel, Kate, and Minnie, while the 
United States cutter Bear took the Ada. 

The claims for these seizures took a 
witle range, beginning with the value of 
the vessels and outlits anil including not 
only tho sealskins confiscated but also 
tho value of the skins which might have 
been taken if the schooners had not been 
seized. The last feature, of prospective 
damages, caused the main contention. 
In the caBe of each British Bhip tho 
largest item of the claim was for esti- 
mated further catch. For instance, in 
the caBe of the Carolina the claim for tho 
ship was only $-1,000, while thatfor akina 
which might have been taken for that 
vear, if she had not been seized, was 
ifl0,t;()7. Rich ship estimated a prospect- 
ive catch of from 3,500 to 5,000 skins. 
The total of the claims, without interest 
at 7 per cent., and other additions, 
reached $780,100.

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THE WASHINGTON VERSION. 

The Award Represents Actual Loss With 
Interest Without Anything for Pros- 
pective Damages. 

Washington, Dec. 23.— The official 
statement of the award of the sealing 
commissioners is contained in the fol- 
lowing announcement given out at the 
state department thiB aiternoon : " The 
award of the Behring eea claims com- 
mission has been Died in the department 
of Btate. The claims as presented by the 
British government to the commissioners 
on account of Canadian vesaela seized in 
Behring eea aggregated with interests 
$1,500,000. Tuia included under the 
terms of the treaty several cases not em- 
braced in the eettlement proposed by 
Secretary Gresham. The award now 
made amounts to $294,181.91, to which is 
to be added interest, which will increase 
the total by about 50 per cent. The 
award ib linal and disposes of all caseB 
before it, Payment under the treaty 
must be made within six months." 

Departmental officials, it ia assumed, 
will proceed nt once to prepare a bill of 
amendment to one of the regular appro- 
priation billa for submission to congress 
covering the appropriation necessary to 
pay the judgments, for being bound by- 
treaty not only to pay any judgments 
rendered but to pay them promptly, the 
government is in honor bound to take 
the remaining steps to varda a settle- 
ment in short order. There appears to 
be little doubt that the United States 
has catried its point on the main ques- 
tion involved, viz, as to the right to 
prospective damages for sealskins which 
might have been taken if vessels had not 
bpen seized. Toe British claim included 
these estimated profits which in the ag- 
gregate ran the claim up to a high figure 

In view of the small amount of the 
actual award, without interest, these 
large prospective damages evidently are 
scaled down to an insignificant amount 
or rejected entirely. While the depart- 
ment officials will make no definite an- 
nouncement to th ia effect, intimations 
are given that thesmallnesBof the award 
precludea the possibility of any allow- 
ance having been made on account of 
prospective damages. The Alabama 
committee established the precedent 
that remote damages could not he in- 
cluded in a claim, and the present award 
ia evidently on the same line. 

(ieneral John W. Foster, who is in 
general charge of Behring eea allairs, 
said to-night aa to the award that he was 
not surprised at the result. President 
Cleveland having officially declared that 
.*4'2o,000 was a just and equitable Bum in 
settlement, and having appointed him 
as commissioner toadjudicate theelainis, 
as a close personal and political friend it 
could hardly be expected that Mr. Fos- 
ter would strenuously contend for an 
award of a less amount. Mr. Foster was 
absent from the country in Japan when 
congress took action on President Cleve- 
land's recommendation, but he regarded 
the commission as the proper method of 
reaching a settlement and the only one 
which would satisfy. 

Notwithstanding that the seizures 
which gave rise to the award wero in- 
itiated tinder a Democratic administra- 
tion, President McKinley will doubtless 
unhesitatingly recommend congress to 
provide for the payment, and Mr. Foster 
hoped, and felt sure, that congress would 
make the necesBary appropriation to 
discharge the treaty obligation, and aB 
the Canadians are to receive interest up 
to date on their deferred claims, the re- 
sult should be accepted on both aides in 
good spirit. 

LONDON OPINION. 

The Times Satisfied With the Award and 
Rebukes Insinuations of Past 
Had Faith. 

London, Dee. 23.— The Times in an 
editorial this morning expresses satis- 
faction at the Behring sea settlement, 
which it iintici patea congress will not ob- 
ject to, and takes occasion to protest 
against the " loose insinuations of bad 
faith on the part of the United States 
government which have been thought- 
lessly and unjustifiably made in Eng- 
land." It points out that there could 
not bo a question of bad faith, because 
no agreement had hitherto been arrived 
at as to the amount of compensation. 



BLUNDERING IN INDIA. 

Allegation That the Brave British Troops 
Have Been Very Badly Handled. 

Allahabad, Dec. 23.— The Pioneer 
publishes a Scathing criticism of the re- 
cent lighting on the Indian frontier. It 
Bays the operations have ruined more 
than one reputation. The Pioneer aa- 
serta that the officers disappointed ex- 
pectations and calla upon the com- 
mander-in-chief to weed out ttioee who 
Bignally failed to prove their 6tneB8 
to command or perform their 
stall' duties. The paper asserts that 
the instances when the troope 
wero well handled were but few, while 
serious blunders were numerous, and 
happy-go-lucky arrangements were aB a 
rule resulting, the few hundred British 
troops and Sepoys forming the rear 
guard having again and again fought 
moat desperately to aave their skins, 
while within two or three milea thou- 
sands of their comrades were doingabao- 
liltely nothing. 

In conclusion the Pioneer says : " The 
whole campaign shows carelessness and 
indifference for the safety of the rear 
guard and had disposal of the fighting 
strength, While the fortified enclosures 
and homestead of the Afridis have been 
destroyed, the latter have had their re- 
venge in actual conflicts. If the Afridis 
are to be coerced, more skill ia required 
and the staff must he weeded, irrespec- 
tive of personal feeling."

His Defiance Promptly Accepted by 
Prominent Liberals of 
Quebec. 



Mauy Members of Parliament and 
Senators Quite Reconciled to 
His Departure. 



Quebec, Dec. 23.— (Special)— Mr. Pre- 
fontaine, M.P., was shown a despatch 
from Ottawa in which Mr. Tarto ia said 
to have declared that if any three Lib- 
eral members from Quebec would sign a 
petition asking for his resignation he 
would resign immediately. He replied : 
Let Mr. Tarte present that statement 
over hie signature, or publish it in La 
Patrio, and it will not take live minutes 
to obtain more than three Liberal mem- 
bers to Bign the petition. Senator 
Tbibaudeau, who wae standing by, add- 
ed : " Yes, and two dozen if necessary." 
Mr. Beausoleil, M.P., made a similar 
atatement last evening. 

TORONTO INTERESTED. 

Board of Trade There at Last Aroused to 
Importance of Yukon Trade,

of Dyea the government of Canada 
should at once take stepB to close all 
Canadian porta of entry for trade enter- 
ins: the Yukon district from the Pacific, 
excepting Uleuora or Port Cudahy. 

MOVING ON KLONDYKE. 

London Offices Besieged With Inquiries by 
Intending Passengers. 

London, Dec. 23. — (Special)— A Star 
cable says: Arrangementa are being 
rapidly completed here iu connection 
with the spring rush to Klondyke. Two 
Union line steamers, the Athenian and 
the Tartar, have been secured for the 
Vancouver-Fort YVrangel service in con- 
nection with the C.P.R. The ships, 
which are now being surveyed, will 
leave for Vancouver on February 1. after 
an entire refitting. They are 1,000 tons 
each, have a Bpeod of I I knots and will 
carry 200 tirat and 1,000 steerage passen- 
gers. 

The government and steamshipofficers 
are overwhelmed with inquiries. Be- 
tween 70 and 80 inquiries are made daily 
at the Canadian Pacific ofliceB alone, 
where passengers are booked thiough to 
Telegraph creek. 



MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Teamster Frozen to Death — A Shortage of 
Oats— Grub Staking for the 
Klondyke. 

Winnipeg, Dec. 23.— (Special)— A man 
named Pugh was found frozeu to death 
near Lake Winnipeg on Saturday last. 
On going over the lake, one of his horses 
got into a crack in the ice and trying to 
get it out ho slipped in. Me waa found 
two days afterwards withoneelbow rest- 
ing on and frozen to the solid ice. lie 
mighi possibly have got out had he not 
been a snllerer from paralysis. 

I.trge qdantilies of corn will hnve 'o 
be shipped in from the South to supply 
the deticieriey caused by the lack of outs. 
In the city a very large quantity is being 
sold and in the coui.try, particularly in 
southwestern parts, where the oat crop 
ia never heavy, corn is being eold by the 
car load.

A MAGNETIC PUZZLE. 

Curious Deflection of Die Needle Over an 
Immense Area in Central Russia. 

Moscow, Dec. 22. — Experiments that 
have been made by Russian and French 
savantB in connection with the remark- 
able deflection of the magnectic needle 
over an immense area in Central Russia 
have given curious results. The obser- 
vations were confined to the strip of 
country between Moscow and and Khar- 
koy, a distance of about 850 milea. In 
the province of Rurask, in the north, 
the needle was deflected 20 degress. One 
hundred and fifty miles southeastward 
the deflection exceeded 90 degrees, the 
needle pointing east and west instead of 
north and south. ICngineera engaged in

ADVICES FROM THE ORIENT. 

Japan Decides Not to Meddle With the Pow- 
ers—A Wise Chinese Viceroy. 

San Francisco, Dec. 23. — The follow- 
ing Oriental advices have juBt been re- 
ceived per steamship China from Yoko- 
hama via Honolulu: 

At an extraordinary meeting of the 
Japanese cabinet Baron Nisehi, foreign 
minister, laid before the ministers all the 
reports he had received from Japanese 
ministers in foreign countries relative to 
the seizure of Kiao Chau by Germany, 

It was decided after a nrolonged dis- 
cussion not to meddle with the affair at 
the present time hut to wait further de- 
velopments eince nothing had ao far 
tranBpired in Germany's action calculat- 
ed to disturb the peace of the Far East 
and justify the interference of a third 
power. 

According to the Chinese papers vico- 
roy Chan Ghitking baa issued a procla- 
mation exhorting liia people to be more 
friendly to foreigners and warning them 
that any hostility manifested will be 
severely punished.

Demands for Klondyke Supplies an Import- 
ant Factor In the Last.

Montreal is generally active, tn groceries 
there is a fair distribution.

Loan company 
shares are stronger, with advances in Can- 
ada Permanent, Western Canada and 
Huron A' Krie. Imperial bank and Standard 
hank shares are slightly better. Toronto 
railway and CP. 11. held the late advance 
well. 

OPERATIONS UN 'CHANGE.

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TEE SEALING AWARD. 

The award of tho sealing com mis 
Bioners will bo a eerioua disappointment 
to the sealers, but the best way to do in 
such matters is to nccopt the inevitable 
and close the matter at once. We are 
unable to understand the principle upon 
which interest has not been allowed. It 
is bad enough for the sealers to he put to 
a loss aggregating $464,000 without be 
ing kept out of their money for years 
and put to a very large expense. It may 
be that the loss of the interest will have 
to be borne with as good a grace as possi- 
ble, but wo submit that the Dominion 
government ought to reimburse the in- 
dividual sealers in their legal expenses. 
\V'e do not know what these amount to, 
but they must be very considerable, and 
if they are not refunded the victory will 
be a very barren one to the sealers in- 
dividually, whatever it may be to tho 
country. There is some little satisfaction 
in the knowledge that the amount is 
more than the Canadian government 
offered to accept in full, for this shows 
that the demand was entirely reasonable 
ami that the refusal of the United States 
to pay it was wholly unwarranted. We 
hope the amount will be promptly paid 
over. Th'-"! is no use in complaining; 
for undoubtedly tho commissioners have 
done what they thought was right in the 
promises. They are both able men and 
they approached the consideration of 
the question in the best possible spirit. 
The case was very ably argned on both 
sides, and we cannot very well raise any 
objection to the decision reached, for not 
only were the claims of the sealers pre- 
sented with great force, but the Can- 
adian representative, who might natur- 
ally be expected to take a Canadian 
view of the easo, is a gentleman of great 
force of character and more than or- 
dinary ability. On most questions we 
would be prepared to accept the decision 
of Hon. Mr. Justice King as a fair one 
and he is one of the very last men to 
whom we would impute any disposition 
to swcive from his conception of what 
was right. Therefore, while repeating 
our regret that interest was not allowed 
and our inability to understand without 
further light why it was not, we think 
the country ia to bo congratulated upon 
the result of the inquiry, 

We urge, however, that the point 
made above ought not to be lost Bight of 
and that the Dominion government 
should either take prompt action to re- 
imburse the sealerB in their actual out- 
lay for legal expenses, or else supple- 
ment the award by an amount equiva- 
lent ^reasonable interest. 

A Wushinston despatch recti ved late 
last night puts the award in a different 
light to that slied upon it from Ottawa, 
iutimatingthat tho sealers have been 
allowed interest, but that their claims 
for compensation for the stoppage of 
tl'eir legitimate business have been re- 
jected. The Canadian government hav- 
ing fully endorsed these claims, would 
no doubt be equally ready to compen- 
sate the sealers in respect to them as in 
the matter of interest. 



THAT REIN DEER EXPEDITION 

it is suggested that the telegrapher 
who sent forward the despatch about 
that reindeer expedition to Circle City, 
Ukiug in Klondyke on the way, made a 
tniBtake and that it ia 300,000 pounds 
not 3,000,000 that the United States se- 
cretary of war proposes to send in. Even 
if this iB the case, the proposition is not 
less absurd. There is no choice between 
two things that are impossible. It ia as 
absurd to attempt the ono as the other. 

The reindeer are to come from Lap- 
land. It is now near tho last of Decem- 
ber. Granting that a man can 
go to Lapland and immediately on 
Ins arrival pick up 1,0(10 reindeer, 
an extremely doubtful thing of itself, 
t lie next question would bo one of food. 
Reindeer live on moss. Possibly they 
might live on oilier foods for a time, and 
in some individual cases lor a very con 
Biderable time; but wo venture to say 
that no one, who Iuib had any experience 
in the ways of these animals, would 
undertake to transport a thousand of 
them from Lapland to Chilkat Pass 
and guarantee to deliver a single animal 
alive. There is an impression that rein 
deer can live oil' anything and under any 
circumstances, that they are remarkably 
hardy, ana can fly over the snow with 
almost any load that is put upon them 
or to which they aro attached. Tho 
facts are quite otherwise. Reindeer are 
rather delicate in their nature. They 
can stand cold weather, ami they live on 
tuoBfli hut an animal that lives on mosa 



does so, for the same reason that dogs 
delight to bark and bite: " it ia their 
nature to," and it refuses to thrive on 
other faro. 

Suppose the reindeor are purchased 
and start from Lapland on a steamer, 
they may reach Chilkat in about sixty 
days; that is to say, if tho steamers 
loaded with the deer were ready to start 
from Lapland by January 1st, they would 
be at the head of Lynn Canal by the first 
of March. By tho tiino they were un- 
loaded and the train was made up it 
would bo at least March 10th, bo nt that 
date we might expect to see tho follow- 
ing expedition Eet out for Circle City : 
Five hundred sledges, each drawn by 
two deer and accompanied by a driver, 
that is, live hundred drivers; also a mil- 
itary escort of we have forgotten how 
many men, but that is immaterial for 
they would never get anywhere. Let us 
suppose that each reindeer team would 
draw 400 pounds ol provisions besides 
blankets, cooking " tools " and other 
necessary impedimenta, and tho arms of 
tho soldiers, This is more than they 
would haul, but we do not wish to esti- 
mate too low. From Chilkat to Circle 
City itj upwards of a thousand miles. 
Allowing lor delays of various kinds, a 
liberal estimate for the loaded reindeer 
day after day would be twenty miles a 
day, that ia they would be fifty days 
reaching Circle City, and ns there 
would bo no sense in their re- 
maining there, it would take 
them as long to como back, in- 
cluding the time for unloading 
and resting. That ia to say, the five 
hundred drivers and tho men in charge of 
tho expedition, who would probably 
number at least twenty, including cooks, 
would have to be fed for one hundred 
days. Five hundred and twenty men in 
these cold latitudes would require at 
least four pounds ol something to eat. in 
a day, which would come to 400 poundB 
a man. Multiplying this by the num- 
ber of men — 520 — we have 208,000 pounds 
required to provision the relief parly, 
Now the total weight to be carried by 
the reindeer teams, each team consist- 
ing of two deer, would be200,000 pounds, 
of which 10 per cent, must bo deducted 
for the weight of tho packages in which 
tho goods are carried. This would leave 
180,000 pounds of provisions, or 28,000 
pounds less than the relief expedition 
would itself require. Whence it follows 
that unless the reindeer drivers ar.d the 
ollicera and cooks could be persuaded to 
eat the soldiers, and the soldierB would 
consent to he eaten, the relief expedition 
would itself have to bo relieved. 

We do not think that wo havs in any 
way misstated the facts of this case, but 
on the contrary believe that no man 
who knows anything whatever about 
reindeer and their capacity as draft 
animals will dispute what we have said 
above. For the reason that the whole 
project is an impossibility one would 
naturally look for some sinister motive 
behind it; but we do not know that 
there iB any. It may rather be a some- 
what characteristic piece of buncombe, 
which experience has shown that the 
Washington government is not above.

Then pack t rains 
will take the outfits to Teslin lake, 120 
miles. The ronntrv between Telegraph 
Creek and Lake Teslin is quire level. 
Steamers are now being built for service 
on Teslin lake and the Ilootalinqun 
river, but for the next few months 
prospectors will have to take to small 
boats after crossing the hike, filing 
down the Hootalinqua to its junction 
with tho Lewes river. P.y this route the 
prospectors havo a clear run from Like 
Teslin to ILiwson City,— Toronto Globe.

The proceedings at the continuation ol 
the preliminary hearing of the criminal 
libel charge against Mr. Ian Coltart, proved 
decidedly interesting yesterday. By a 
number of questions put to Mr. Coltart in 
cross-examination it was indicated that the 
statements of accused and those of Mr. 
Clive l'hillipps-Wolley will directly contra- 
dict each ul lier. There was, as on the pre- 
vious day, a great deal of sparring between 
Mr. Robert Cassidy, for the prosecution, 
and Mr. Archer Martin, for the defence, a 
good many objections being raised us to the 
admission of some of the evidence. 

Ian Coltart. the accused, was called to give 
vidence and stated that his relation to 
The Province Limited Liability" was as 
secretary to the company, the publishers of 
the alleged libel. He was also a directorin 
(he company and had been secretary since 
February 2, IS!)') He bad been director 
since December 5, 1893. Mr. A H. Scaife 
was the managing director, Mr. Bostock 
being the other director. Mr. \V. C. Nichol 
had been editor since October 4, 1S!)7. As 
regards this company the witness assumed 
purely secretarial duties for a salary of $30 
per month. Ho did not know of the alleged 
libel before it was published, mir had lie 
seen it before it was published. He had 
not given instructions fur its appearance, 
nor had he any reason whatever to suppose 
it would appear. The witness Mad nothing 
to do with the editorial work of the Prov- 
ince, nor any control over it. The board 
selected Mr. 'Nichol as editor after the most 
Careful consideration of applicants. 

" He was almost unanimously recom- 
mended as being one of the ablest journal- 
ists in Canada that we had any knowledge 
of," said the witness, "and nothing bus 
occurred to make the board think the paper 
wns improperly or libellonsly conducted." 

As soon as the alleged libel was called to 
the witness' attention beat once consulted 
the company's solicitors, and on their 
advice be stopped the sale of the paper 
promptly. 

Air. Wolley lust was connected with the 
editorship of the paper on J tine 19. While 
Mr. Wolley was acting as editor, he being 
■ i iti te raw to newspaper editing, the witness 
bad to do a little more in the absence of 
Mr. Senile to show Mr. Wolley the ropes. 
This was outside the witness'proper duties. 

" I cannot imagine any ground for Mr. 
Wolley making such a statement," said 
Mr. Coltart, "as that I practically managed 
both concerns and that they were run as 
one thing, unless from maliciousness." 

" Why maliciousness V" asked Mr. Mar- 
tin. 

" Well, I don't think Mr. Wolley bears 
me any love We had h row, in other 
words, and are not on speaking terms. 
The row was about this paper too. 

Separate books and bank accounts are 
kept. Mr. Coltart said, for the newspaper 
and publishing companies. " The Prov- 
ince Limited " lias a clerk whose business 
it is to sell newspapers, and if Mr. Wheeler 
the publishing company sold papers 
it was as a personal matter between him 
anil the clerk. "The Province Limited' 
was a tenant to " The Province Publishing 
Oo." and paid rent to it. In "The Prov- 
ince Limited" the witness held live shares, 
as to be qualified to be a director. He 
s made a director to till up the number. 
Jross-examined by Mr. Cassidy, the wit- 
ss said that he hud become managing di- 
:torofthe Publishing Company on the 
ination of the company The newspaper 
curried on under the direction of its 
board of directors.

Mr. CoU'art— "The board never expressed 
an opinion about Messrs. Turner and 
I'ooley that 1 ever heard of." 

Mr. Scaife managed i be newspaper com- 
pany besides editing the newspuper, Mr. 
Coltart proceeded. No one else' had any- 
thing to do with the management of the 
newspaper, nor was any one appointed 
manager when Mr. Scaife went away. Mr. 
.Scaife was away at the time oft.be publica- 
tion of the article complained of. The wit- 
ness was the only one of the newspaper 
directors on the spot at the time ol the pub- 
lication of the alleged libel. 

" And *ere you the only one of the dir- 
ectors ul' the Publishing Co. on the spot '! " 
was asked. 

Mr. .Martin here objected that Mr. Cas- 
sidy was going lishing lor evidence. The 
companies were two legal entities, the one 
distinct from the other. It was admitted 
that the article complained of was pub- 
lished hy "The Province, Limited Liabil- 
ity." and that being the case, Mr. Cassidy 
was not entitled to go lishing in the ullairs 
of the other company. 

The Magistrate overruled the objection, 
and Mr. Cii-sidy proceeded with the cross- 
examination. 

Mr Willsiewas another director of the 
Publishing Company in Victoria at the 
time of the publication of the article com- 
plained of, the witness stated 

Here Mr Martin renewed his- objection, 
Mr. Cassidy argued that though the two 
companies were legally separated he wished 
to establish that the witness has been asso- 
ciated with both. The fact that it was ad- 
milted that the article was published by 
one company did not prevent him from 
showing that although published by one it 
was printed by the other 

Mr Martin claimed this was a change of 
front hv the prosecution and some argu- 
ment on the subject went on between him 
and Mr Cassidy, who argued that he had 
a perfect right to show that the t_'e endunt 
was responsible for the libel. 

tin further Cross-examination, the wit- 
ness said that Mr. Willsie was not associat- 
ed at the time of the publication of the ar- 
ticle, with the management of the Publish- 
ing Company in any way, but was em- 
ployed as a pririti r hy the Publishing Com- 
pany He Had bad no conversation with 
M r. Wolley when that gentleman acted as 
editor, as to what coiime Mr. Wolley was 
to take in editing the paper. The witness, 
too, denied that he had ever suggested to 
Mr. Wolley to make attacks on any per- 
son. 

A long legal wrangle took place between 
the counsel on Mr. Cassidy producing a 
copy of the issue of "The Province" of 
November 'JT, 1M17, and asking Mr. Coltart 
if he recognized an article in it criticizing 
Mr. Turner and Mr I'ooley. 

Mr. Martin objected to the copy being 
put in us evidence unless it was proved be- 
forehand that there was anything in it that 
was libellous. 

Mr. Cassidy, on the other hand, held that 
he was quite entitled to snow that tl 
were articles written in issues previoui 
the one complained of and which led U| 
the culminating article complained of as 
libellous. It was open to the prosecution 
to show that the editor was 
a free hand, ami that from articles 
which appeared previous to the alleged 
libel, the defendant knew what the editor 
was doing. As Mr Coltart was not a pro- 
prietor it was necessary to show in this way 
that the defendant was connected with the 
article . 

The paper was admitted as an exhibit, 
and then .Mr. Cassidy produced a copy ol 
" The Province " of December -I, 1897, and 
shoAcd to the witness an article relerrtng 
to Mr. Turner and Mr. I'ooley. 

Here Mr. Martin wanted to know what 
these papers were being produced lor.

Widely Varying Statements as to 
ihe Probable Food Situation 
at Dawson City. 



Report of Rich Discoveries on 
Quartz Creek— Major Walsh's 
Progress Very Slow. 



W. J. Gardner, oi Wisconsin; D. P. 
Queenland, of Seattle; A, Smallenberg, 
a Californian ; and J. W. Denney, from 
Eastern Washington, form a parly direct 
from Dawson, who left that city on the 
1st of November, made a forty-five day 
passage up tho river and over the fee, 
reached Dyea last Thursday by the Dal- 
torj trail, and arrived hero by the City 
of Seattle yesterday. Ou their adven- 
turous journey to tlie const the ther- 
mometer runged from bo below zero at 
the head of river travel to '213 above hb the 
Bea board was approached. The packing 
and jamming of the ice, to a height fre- 
quently of eii'ht and ten leet, made the 
trip out a very hard ore, and neces- 
sitated tLe abandonment on the 18th 
ultimo of the dog train with which the 
start was made, the remainder of the 
journey being made on foot with an 85 
pound pacK to each man. 

In the early stage of the trip -15 boats, 
containing 250 people at a rough esti- 
mate, wero passed on the river and 
bound for Dawson, while many others 
were found encamped at favorable points 
along the route. The majority of these 
parties are well provisioned and will get 
into ttie gold country without seriouB 
difliculty, although there are of course 
exceptions — one being noted at. Lake 
Lebarge, where a man nnd his wife have 
halted on their way to the Klondyke 
with but 700 pounds of provisions be- 
tween them, barely enough for the in- 
ward journey. This side of the White 
river two rafts were found tied up and 
unable to get through, one of theee con- 
taining 300 sheep, part of the Miller 
shipment from Juneau of 1,000 head. 
The other raft baa 49 quarters of beef en 
route to Dawson to the order of Court- 
ney, of Seattle, and now thoroughly well 
preserved in natural cold storage. 

At Dawson when the party left, the 
situation was, according to Mr. Qtieen- 
land, the reverse of alarming. True the 
reBtaurants waB closed and the stores 
were not selling provisions — but no one 
was particularly desirous of purchasing, 
ill the needy ones having been BUecees- 
f til ly passed down the river to Fort 
Yukon, and the stocks in hand being 
ample to tho needs of the six thousand 
remaining in Dawson, during the inter- 
val between now and the receipt of 
spring stocks. 

The two big warehouses of the North 
American Trading cc Transportation 
Company are filled to the eveB with beef 
not yet touched upon, and the food 
problem, thanks to the energetic action 
of the Canadian authorities, appears now 
to be fairly well solved. The short-pro- 
visioned ones passed down to Fort Yukon 
were fortunate in having the river open, 
ttieir boats thereby drifting them down 
to plenty without even the privations uf 
a trip through to tho coast. 

These have also been materially 
lessened by the establishment of the police 
posts which enable the outgoing prospec- 
tors to travel light and replenish their 
supplies from point to point. The min- 
ers in their turn are sometimes able to 
assist the police depots, as Queenland 
and his party discovered a shortage at 
Little Salmon and left forty pounds of 
grub to relieve it, taking an order for a 
similar quantity redeemable at any of 
the other poBts to bo passed. 

Major Walsh and his party were fallen 
in with at the Big Salmon, where they 
have comfortable winter quarters and 
sufficient provisions to last them until 
more come to hand. The administra- 
tion has sent to the lakes for men and 
horses and expects to lead the way to 
Dawson in the young days of the new 
year, reaching there if no further mis- 
adventure intervenes, on or about the 
1st of February. 

Mr. Queenland in his interview with 
Maj ir Walsh took occasion to obtain hie 
views on the alternate claim objection, 
the Administrator intimating that he 
may allow the location and record- 
ing of claims in blocks — adjoining 
block being held for the public 
benefit and the purpose of the alternate 
claim reservation thiiB being met. At a 
point ten miles this side of Thirty Mile 
river Queenland and his companions 
passed n special courier out lit taking in 
letters to Mnjir Walsh— presumably the 
answers to his dispatches reporting the 
Iobb of his boats and supplies and asking 
for fresh horses and additional men. 

At the Hootalinqua Mr. Norwood, an- 
other Dominion ofhcla), was picked up, 
he accompanying the outbound travelers 
iib far as the lakes. From him the word 
was received that no prospecting has yet 
been done on the Hootalinqua, as the 
ground must freeze solid to be most 
workable. On tho Klondyke tributaries 
the Queenland party report work pro- 
gressing rapidly, with a demand still for 
more labor than the market provides. 
Many gold seekers who went in only this 
year will put in the winter on their own 
claims on new creeks, or on the shnre- 
and-share principle with established 
clai in owners 

Qtienland was only on the scene of 
operations 38 days, yet in that time he 
secured claims on Quartz, Boulder and 
El Dorado creeks, and succeeded in tlis- 
pcaingof hist 800 pounds surplus outfit 
at a rough price of $1.15 per pound. 
Quartz creek, lying just beyond Bonanza 
mountain from the creek of that name, 
givea promise of rivalling its celebrated 
neighbor, the discovery claim yielding 
$500 in 12-1 hours, and the entire creek be- 
ing staked the following day by 72 en- 
thusiastic locators. Quartz creek was 
not prospected hiBt year, but when the 
frost came this autumn the fi rat hole 
burned to bedrock proved the creek a 
money producer. The veterans of the 
district Bee no reason why Quartz creek 
should not rival any placer stream in the 
world, and Mr. Queenland is himself so 
satisfied with its proBpecta that ho 
promptly refused a $ 10,000 offer for his 
unproven claim. 

F"or the benefit of the inbound pil- 
grims who antipate with feelings the re- 
verso of pleasurable the passage of the 
White Horse, Mr. Queenland says that 
Clino's tramway building party Iiiib 
reached there with its team of twenty- 
five dogs, and if no unforeseen difficulty 
is encountered the tramway will bo in 
operation when tho spring demands are 
made upon it. 



TELLS ANOTHER STORVT. 

A Still Later Arrival From the Klondyke 
Capital Who Views the Situation 
ThroiiRh Different Spectacles. 

Very different from Mr. Queenland'a 
is the report brought from Dawson by 
Mr. John Lindsay of Olympia, who fol- 
lowed four dayB behind the Queenland 
party and remained off at Skagway. Tho 
News of that young city publishes the 
following had by its editor from this 
gentleman : 

" Mr. Lindsay arrived at Dawson October 
15, and left on' November 2 in company 
with Frank Unliable, Tom Story and 
Hubert lilynn. Mr. Lindsay left the hitler 
at Lake Lebarge. According to Mr. Lind- 
say, the food supply in the Klondyke is ex- 
ceedingly short, and in fact there is great 
suffering there already. Famine will lioid 
undisputed sway in the golden city unless 
prompt relief be afforded. There is plenty 
ol gold, but uo food which can be boiignt, 
with it. 1 1 is as useless as pebbles on the 
beach. And the denizens of the land of 
gold fear greatly lor the future and the cold 
of winter. 

'' Relief Is almost an impossibility and 
the late which threatens the Dawson peo- 
p'e is indeed a ter ible une. Thieving is be- 
coming more and more common us the 
■supply of food becomes scarcer. The stores 
controlled by the trading companies have 
few supplies for sale. Karly in the season 
many men deposited sums ranging from 
$100 to $1,000 for the purchase of their win- 
ter's supplies when the steamers arrived 
wit b provisions. 

" As tne readers ol the News know, the 
Bteaniers were unable to bring in the ex- 
pected food, because of the low water in t be 
Yukon. 'I he trailing companies could not 
Iill the orders received, and instead of a 
man getting six or eight sacksol'llour as be 
expected, he might get one Prices, how- 
ever, were not raised, and tl o companies 
sold what Hour they had at $U a sack, but 
one nark even was only sold ill cases of dire 

necessity. 

" Mr. Lindsay says there is little work to 
be bud in the mines. The mine owners re- 
duced wages to $1 per hour and men are 
paid only for the actual time they work. 
That is to say that alter building a lire to 
thaw the ground, the laborer is not allowed 
anything for the time taken lo render the 
ground soft enough to be worked. (Ileal, 
dissatisfaction is the result. Two thousand 
men will leave Dawson and come up the 
river if possible. When the news arrived 
that no supplies would come up the river 
t his season, men with money began to buy, 
and Hour rose to $150 a suck. It soon fell 
again, however, to J50. 

" Worthless claims tire oil e red for sale in 
great numbers. Fake claims in Dawson 
are almost as numerous as worthless lots 
in u Pacific coast boom town. Nearly every 
man coming out has one or two claims lo 
dispose of to the gullible public. Mr. Lind- 
say believes the public should be fully 
warned against these wildcat schemes. 

" The new law which is designed to pre- 
vent men from holding claims for specula- 
tive purposes will go into effect January I. 
By the provi"ioiis of this law no owner of n 
mine can leave his claim, during the win k- 
ing season, longer than seventy-two hours. 
If he does so he forfeits his right to the 
clai in. 

" Mr. Lindsay reached Dawson on Octo- 
ber 15. He was ottered several •lavs' but 
found there was nothing to be made. Many 
owners of claims niter ascertaining j list 
what they may be expected to produce will 
give a man a ' lay,' but as a rule the claims 
are not rich enough to pay the worker. Ilich 
claims are not to be hud on ' lays.' 

" When M IV Lindsay and party left Daw- 
son on November 2 they tarried about 125 
pounds each on sleds" They made their 
way up along the shore on the ice as Cur as 
tlie' Pelly river. On November 17 the 
Yukon and Felly froze over, the ice gorged 
and destroyed the shore ice, and at Fort 
Selkirk the" sleds bad to be abandoned ns 
well as extra clothing and blankets. The 
four men took 8"i pounds each and reached 
Lake Lebarge on December!!. The weather 
was terribly cold. At Major Walsh'.' camp 
on the Big Salmon river the thermometer 
registered as low as 7D degrees, and most ol 
the trip il was upwards of 00 degrees. Mr. 
Lindsay left bis companions at Lebarge und 
cume through without a 'blanket or axe- 
nothing except the clothes he wore. 

" Mr. Lindsay is emphatic ill his state- 
ments as ic the food condition in Dawson. 
Actual want is there to-day, he says, and 
reports to the contrary brought out by 
others are misleading. Many of those 
coming out now, he says, and who declare 
there will be sufficient food to last this 
winter, do not tell the truth. They are 
purposely misleading the public, their ob- 
ject being to prevent food supplies being 
sent in, in order that they themselves may 
have an opportunity to take supplies in and 
sell (hem at an enormous profit to the 
luiiiine-stricken people. Mr. Lindsay is a 
well known citizen of Olympia, Wash. , and 
several Skagway business men vouch for 
his reliability and integrity. 

" With the Yukon piled full of ice in 
grout ridges, many feet high, Mr. Lindsay 
says travel over it is an utter impossibility. 
He says, however, thill PHI men ill six 
weeks can cut a mad way through the ice 
ridges beginning at the Hootalinqtin where 
the rough ice commences. A line -led rouil 
will thus be made nnd supplies drawn by 
horses or dogs can be put don n .11 I law son 
( ily in twenty days from Skagway. 

•• Mr. Lindsay relates many incidents to 
-how the conditions in Dawson. An 
elderly physician from Spokane, mimed 
Dr. Van Vincent, is without I'ooil or nionev. 
He offered a gold « atch worth $lnU for "11 
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the Mounted Police, staled plainly that no 
such thing would be tolerated. The meet- 
ing was not held. 

"1 11 spite of tlie gold at Dawson, long 
luces are more coin 111 on I ban otherwise on 

I lie st reel s. A sack or a sack and a hall" of 
Hour to the man for his winter's supply is 
mil a pleasant initio, ik. 

" K. A. Uwinn, of Seattle, also arrived 
from Dawson on Tuesday, having left Daw- 
son on November J. Mr. Uwinn does not 
agree with Mr. Lindsay as to starvation ill 
Dawson. He admits that there is a short- 
age of food, and that, unless supplies reach 
there, people will have to be put upon 
rations. The insufficiency of loud nnd 
candles will also materially reduce the gold 
output this winter. 

• ' A steamer arrived carl v in < Ictober with 

II partial cargo of sugar and whiskev, which 
m e the only plentiful products in ifie town. 
'I he st l ike of miners lor higher wages does . 
not amount to much. Men are working 
ut. $1 and $1.50 uti hour. Candles sold 
ut $1.50 apiece, but the price dropped 
to 75 cents, when the manufacture of can- 
dle- began from tallow taken from the beef 
cuttle which reached DuwsOll. 

" If. L. Bradley, of Koseburg, Oregon, is 
another Klondyker who is at the Burkhard 
hotel. Hearriveil Wednesday, having left 
Dawson October 127 He, too, does not be- 
lieve that famine will slulk Dawson streets. 
Meat is plentiful, he says, tit 75 cents per 
pound. He claims that the stores have 
Buflicient supplies to prevent starvation. 
M r. Bradley says that, coal oil sold for $45 a 
gallon : $21 for n common padlock, and a 
pane ol glass SxlOsold for an ounce of gold. 

•' Two or three hundred people arc pros- 
pecting at the mouth of Stewart river, but 
us yet it is not known what the result will 
he. t in Henderson creek, live miles below 
Stewart, good prospects have been found, 
and it is believed that the creek will prove 
to be rich."

Not What She Once Was" Must 
Be Said of the Famous 
Contralto. 



A Karo Opportunity Afforded Local 
Musicians to Study Perfected 
Method. 



Music loverB in this city have learned 
by a somewhat varied experience to be- 
ware of the seductive talo given out in 
advance notices, and generally speaking 
performance has proved to be in in- 
verse ratio to promise. It was therefore 
with more or less trepidation that one 
learned from the advance notice of 
Madame Scalchi'B concert that the prin- 
cipal singer waa " the greatest contralto 
on the face of tho earth ; that she was to 
be supported by a wonderful soprano, a 
renowned tenor, a remarkable baritone ; 
also (without qualification) a mezzo 
soprano and a pianist." 

Again, for those who have bad the 
privilege of listening to Madame Soalobi 
in years gone by, there was the interest- 
ing question whether those qualities of 
voice and method which wore then a 
source of delight and satisfaction had 
been maintained. And a particularly 
interesting question it was, because 
within the past year wo have had two 
notable instances of artistB decidedly 
past their prime appealing to us on the 
same score, vide the advance notices, 
that they were still tho greatest iu their 
respective walks in the musical world. 

It may be Baid at once that the very 
exalted claims made on behalf of Mad- 
ame Scalchi and her company were not 
borne out in their entirety ; that were 
hardly possible. Nevertheless the per- 
formance waB a fairly enjoyable one, and 
local musicians are to be congratulated 
on being afforded the opportunity of 
making acquaintance, be it ever so 
brief, with singers of some calibre. 

It must be admitted that the princi- 
pal artist was a disappointment, and 
that her voice shows decided signs of 
wear, not to be wondered at, after all, 
when we remember the hard and con- 
scientious work she has done for so long. 
The largeness and power are still there, 
but the broad, full, resonant tone and 
rich quality that once distinguished it 
have oeeonie to a great extent impaired. 
In some of the more forcible passages 
the effect was not agreeable, and indeed 
all through, Madame Scalchi was 
most successful in the mezzo voce. 
There her effects were often charming, 
notably in the trio at the end of 
" II Trovatore," where tho liquid and 
aoftly sustained tones of the contralto 
blended bo beautifully with and set off 
the other voices. Where power and 
force were employed, however, tiie 
charm wore off, and it waB evident that 
while at one timo the singer must have 
been able to throw herself into her part, 
and dare almost anything, such efforts 
were no longer advisable. It may be 



said that this is rather harsh 
criticiem, but it must be re- 
membered that Madame Scalchi 
(or her advance agent) makes rather 
large claims and is not to be judged in 
exactly the Bame way aa an ordinary 
singer. On the other hand it was a great 
treat to follow her method, the art with 
which she managed her voice and emerg- 
ed triumphantly from difficulties that 
only a singer of great ability and experi- 
ence could overcome. 

The supporting company is capable 
though, not always remarkable. Made- 
moiselle Toulinguet iB gifted with a 
voice of a soft, full quality that 
is rare amongst Bopranos and it 
is of rather surprising range. She carried 
outlier part of the programme in a man- 
ner that leaveB little to criticise. Signor 
Alberti's voice is somewhat limited in 
compass and beBt in the upper notes, 
but it is rich and even iu quality. He 
was evidently a little cramped by con- 
ventional evening dress, which admits 
of little scope for his graceful gestures, 
but in the second part proved to be a 
very convincing actor as well as an earn- 
est singer. Mile, du Bedat sang very 
sweetly, and Mr. McQueen displayed a 
robust but rather unsympathetic tenor 
voice. He was, however, quite equal to 
anything he had to sing. 

The first part of the concert consisted 
of Bingle selections from various operas, 
while it wne brought to a close by a per- 
formance of part of the fourth act of "II 
Trovatore" in costume. This was de- 
cidedly interesting, but in tho absence 
of an orchestra and other accessories 
such performance can never ho quite 
satisfactory. 

HOCK TAW IS FJKEE. 

Mr Justice Drake Dismisses the Charge ol 
Forgery Aguhist the Chinaman. 

The celebrated Hock Taw forgery case 
finished yesterday and resulted in an 
acquittal for the accused, who smiled 
Bweetly on the world whe n lie was re- 
leased from the prisoner's dock. Hock 
looked aB happy as a clam and no doubt 
will enjoy his Melly Klismas and regards 
his counsel with as delightful feelings aa 
if they were two real live Santa Clauses. 

When the evidence was all finished 
yesterday, Mr, Justice Drake in deliver- 
ing judgment remarked upon the diffi- 
culty of sifting Chinese evidence and re- 
markedj that the evidence had proven 
that the letters alleged to be forgeries 
had been written by Hock Taw. The 
court intimated that it seemed as if both 
tho prisoner and others had been en- 
gaged in smuggling Chinese and the 
preetnt troubles had grown out of the 
fact that there was too much competi- 
tion in the business to please both. 

Tin-: last night of the first Beries of 
J.B.A.A. whist tournaments crowded
